ence was favored with the 
presence of national celebrities in 
the library world. This is_ the 
first time Arkansas has been graced 
by the visit of an American Li- 
brary Association president during 
his or her term of office.

“Operation Library”, a program of 
assistance to local libraries by the 
Arkansas Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce, was conceived when a Jaycee 
group in West Memphis became in- 
terested in aiding the local library 
in that city. Through contacts made 
with representatives from the Ar- 
kansas Library Commission it was 
learned that the state organization 
could be of assistance to libraries all 
over Arkansas, and last August the 
proposal for the project was made 
and adopted at the quarterly board 
meeting in Pine Bluff, Arkansas. 


Since that time considerable time 
and effort has been expended in set- 
ting up local committee chairmen in 
various communities and educating 
Jaycee members as to the needs of 
their libraries and the relation of 
the library to the community. 


Members of the Library Commis- 
sion subsequently visited the Jaycee 
board meeting in Jonesboro during 
the month of November and gave the 
program added impetus. 


Although the program is only four 
months old at this writing there have 
been already many concrete results. 
Perhaps the most noteworthy ac- 
complishment was the passage of the 
one-mill tax for library support by 
the citizens of West Memphis Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. The Jaycees 
of West Memphis had also enlisted 
the aid of every civic organization in 
the city and campaigned vigorously 
for the passage of the proposal. The 
measure was passed by a 14-to-1 ma- 
jority.

Education for librarianship empha- 
sizes the place of group activities in 
library service, and the value of un- 
derstanding group dynamics in meet- 
ing the challenge of today’s world. 
Library education stresses equally 
the techniques needed in serving the 
individual patron. Librarians today 
recognize the importance of improv- 
ing services through more effective 
counselor librarianship; therefore, ed- 
ucation for librarianship includes the 
study of principles of guidance and 
techniques in the counseling relation- 
ship. 


The students being honored today 
know that library education advo- 
cates seeking greater understanding 
of themselves and of others, as well 
as the realm of print, film and rec- 
ords, as a basis of effective library 
service. 





Dr. Harry A. Overstreet has set up 
certain guide posts for improving 
human relations in The Mature Mind, 
and in collaboration with Mrs. Over- 
s.reet in The Mind Alive. The con- 
cepts expressed by Dr. and Mrs. 
Overstreet are useful suggestions to- 
ward achieving greater stature as in- 
dividuals through effective “human 
action and interaction”. General ed- 
ucation today seeks to aid each indi- 
vidual in achieving mental health 
and maturity. The mature mind is 
necessary for genuine and satisfying 
success. Each person needs a mind 
which is truly alive to become in- 


volved in the main stream of life. 


Librarianship needs the strength of 
the mature mind to become fully in- 
volved in a program which will chal- 
lenge the patrons of the library, be

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that library a school, public, or spe- 
cial agency. 


Each person needs the resilience 
which is a mark of mental health. 

Dr. Overstreet indicates that the 
mind which is fully alive has at its 
core something that can best be called 
“Faith”. Such faith, according to Dr. 
Overstreet, “grants both enough 
courage to run the risk of becoming 
involved in life and feeling strongly 
about it, and enough resilience to re- 
cover from the hurts that involve- 
ment and sensitivity invite”. 


The growth and development of an 
individual, or of a program, depends 
upon interest and involvement. Our 
profession has accepted the challenge 
of involvement. Librarianship moves 
forward to extend its areas of in- 
volvement toward the goal of the 
good of all mankind. The graduates 
being honored this morning represent 
added dynamic force. They need the 
strength, courage, confidence and 
guidance of established library lead- 
ers. 


I am sure from my contacts with 
this group, and from my knowledge 
of your program and your activities, 
that Arkansas is already dedicated to 
the development of a program of 
library service which is designed and 
directed toward realizing the greatest 
rewards for the patrons of the library 
and the personnel of each agency. 
From the pages to the presidents of 
your boards, from the crossroads 
bookmobile stops to the dynamic 
chairman and the distinguished trus- 
tees of the Commission, your work 
is both inspired and inspiring. 


Your planned tours for professional 
growth in service certainly benefit 
both the persons making the tours 
and the institutions being visited. 
This aspect of your inservice training 
program deserves a special award of 
merit. 


A thoughtfully planned, well di- 
rected orientation program, and an 
inspiring and informational inservice 
training program will foster staff in- 


terests and pay high dividends in in- 
dividual performance. 


Charles H. Percy, a distinguished 
American industrialist, stated on the 
“This I Believe” series: 


“T believe that faith is seldom dis- 
appointed—whether it be faith in God 
or faith in our fellow man. To expect 
the best of a man is almost assurance 
that you will receive it!” 


Mr. Percy says, “When I give a 
man a job to do, I leave that job to 
him. It is his responsibility—his is 
the credit or the blame for what he 
makes of it. Generally no two peo- 
ple do a thing in the same way. 
Every man brings to a problem a 
fresh point of view and a new ap- 
proach. The value of individual ef- 
fort and thinking can never be over- 
estimated. Once a man knows that 
his opinions are respected, his ideas 
are valued, his energy and mind are 
turned to constructive interest in his 
work. Once we recognize that every 
individual is a treasury of hidden and 
unsuspected qualities, our life be- 
comes richer, our judgment better 
and our world is more right”. Mr. 
Percy states in conclusion that “it 
is only the unnoticing eye that can- 
not truly see the real qualities of 
man.” 


Dr. Harry Overstreet recently stat- 
ed, “Socrates gave no finished cata- 
logue of the truths of the world. He 
gave rather the impulse to search. 
This is far better . . . than dogmatic 
certainty. When we are aware that 
there are glories of life still hidden 
from us, we walk humbly before the 
great unknown. But we do more than 
this, we try to increase our powers 
of seeing and feeling so that we can 
turn what is still unknown into 
what is warmly and understandably 
known.” . 


This, Dr. Overstreet believes, is 
“our great human adventure”. 


May we wish each graduate being 
honored today, a great and glorious 
human adventure in library service. 
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ASHLEY COUNTY LIBRARY DEDICATES NEW BUILDING

oday folks visited the Ashley 

County Library. The new build- 
ing is the stuff dreams are made of. 
Well, to the folks here, anyway. It 
is a realized dream, a miracle made 
possible by many different things— 
the largest of which has been the 
background work of librarians and 
other interested people over the state 
of Arkansas who were far-sighted 
enough to secure proper legislation 
for a steady and certain-as-tax in- 
come. 


One approaches a red brick struc- 
ture topped by a brilliant white roof 
with the feeling that its newness 
alone is a definite asset to its sur- 
roundings. Then as the details of the 
building exterior soak in, one decides 
that—new or old—the building is 
just plain pretty. The iron grill-post 
roof support adds the finishing touch. 
As the open door reveals the interior 
of the library you cannot withhold a 
bit of surprise that the floor plan is 


so arranged to give a spacious look, 
for the building itself is quite small, 
as libraries go. In the 25-by-70 feet 
of floor space there is room enough 
to hold 17,000 volumes of books, ade- 
quate furniture, a central heating and 
cooling unit, and still have walking, 
reading, and browsing areas. 


The colors blend together to please 
even the most critical eye. Walls 
finished in shades of flamingo gradu- 
ated into carnation pink are high- 
lighted by the window draperies 
which pick up these same colors. The 
furniture tones range from white 
pine to light oak, with dark green 
and chartreuse upholstery on the 
lounge chairs. With a background of 
light grey, the asphalt tile floor cov- 
ering repeats the shades of color on 
the walls, and the woodwork copies 
the light oak finish of the furniture. 
There is a work room with wall cabi- 
nets, and a private office with a side 
entrance for loading and unloading. 
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Reading areas follow the conven- 
tional arrangement. New fiction and 
ready reference are at the front en- 
trance, with the children’s reading 
table near the center of the room. 
The Rojandovsky nursery prints that 
line the wall above the special pic- 
ture book shelving catch the eye of 
all who enter, and are a real source 
of delight to the children. The back 
floor space holds the rows of steel 
shelving where the major book col- 
lections are kept. There are two steel 
vertical file cabinets on the back wall 
to complete the library detail. 


It is hard to describe the impres- 
sions people get on first entering a 
new library building. Perhaps from 
these actual comments overheard at 
the official opening you can guess 
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the general reaction: 


First commentator: “You have the 
feeling that you are in someone’s 
lovely home”. 


Second commentator: “What I like 
is the cozy atmosphere one immedi- 
ately feels”. 


Answers to several questions asked 
about the enterprise revealed some 
surprising facts. The building, shelv- 
ing, furniture, central heating and 
air conditioning, sidewalks, draper- 
ies—the whole package—cost a few 
dollars under $20,000. It was a worth- 
while venture that county people 
pitched their monies together to 
create for the many a pleasant place 
to promote the cultural advancement 
of Ashley County. 


AT THE UNIVERSITY OF FLORIDA 


The University of Florida Libraries 
is offering three graduate assistant- 
ships in the academic year 1956-57 
for study leading to a master or doc- 
toral degree in a subject field other 
than library science. Graduate as- 
sistants work approximately 15 hours 
per week in the Library, assisting in 
bibliographical research or library 
administration. 


Stipend is $1,200 for a nine-month 


period and holders of assistantships 
are exempt from out-of-state tuition 
fées. The deadline for filing formal 
application is March 31, 1956. 


Inquiries are invited, especially 
from librarians or students in library 
schools who are interested in ad- 
vanced work in subject fields. Ap- 
plications should be made to: Di- 
rector of Libraries, University of 
Florida, Gainesville, Florida.

The Arkansas Library Commission 
had open house for teachers and li- 
brarians during the annual meeting 
of the Arkansas Educational Associa- 
tion, November 3-4.

In the school alcove at the Commis- 
sion there are 1411 titles which are 
recommended for first purchase for 
school libraries in the Children’s 
Catalog and in the Standard Catalog 
for High School Libraries.

In 1920- 
21 she served as reference librarian 
at the Little Rock Public Library, 
and in 1923 she organized the Arkan- 
sas Free Library Service Bureau in 
the State Department of Education 
which had been authorized by the 
Legislature in 1921, serving as its di- 
rector for two years. The Free Li- 
brary Service Bureau was a predeces- 
sor to the present Arkansas Library 


Commission.
